1/ Group I: Claims 1-6 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed METHOD OF 
MANUFACTURING having the limitations/steps: 

~ " in the second step of the etch process under-etched regions (12) are formed on 
side walls of the trench (10) by isotropically etching a part of the insulating layer (2), said under- 
etched regions having a width and a depth that correspond approximately to half of a thickness 
of said buried insulating layer; "— 

In combination with all other hmitations /steps as recited in claim 1. 

IV Group II: Claim 10 
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None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed SOI wafer having the 
limitations: 

~ "rounded edges (14) formed of active silicon layer portions (6, 7; 3) located adjacent to 
the trench, said rounded edges (14)located at a respective transition area (14) connecting to a 

buried insulating layer (2)-said rounded edges (14)delineating under-etched regions having a 
width and a depth that correspond to substantially half of a thickness of said buried insulating 
layer. "~ 

In combination with all other Umitations as recited in claim 10.
